Not only have Zinovieff and Kam- 
enef{f come over to Trotsky’s position— 
which, by the way, has not altered 
in any essgntial particular during 
these two years—but hundreds of other 
Bolsheviks, less well knéwn abroad,.

the oppositidnal bloc.- An actual major- 
ity of the members of the Central C 
mittee of October, 1917, the Bolsheviks 
who led the revolution, are now in the 
opposition. \ 


A New attaadraen, 

The reason for this is thatthe con- 
centration of power in the hands of 
Stalin and a small group of party of- 
fice b grown so enormous that 
the Bolshevik State is ceasing to be 
in any real sense of the word a work- 
ers’ and peasants’ government. A Dic- 
tatorship ofthe Secretariat is being 
substituted for the Dictatorship of the 
Proletariat. ‘ 

When Trotsky first made his demand 
for party democracy many sincere and 
intelligent Bolsheviki thought it opened 


-the way for the counter revolution. 


They thought that the influence of the 
Lnéw bourgeoisie on’ the rank and file 
membership of the party was .the 
principal danger and they relied on 
the strong central staff of ‘‘Gld Bolshe- 
viki’’ to keep the true course. They 
now realize that the rank and file 
members of the party, belonging them- 
selves to the working class, are the 
essential safeguard against bourgeois 
influence. The principal danger is in 
the growing and hardening of an 
official caste of old and new Bolshe- 
viki in the upper circles of the party. 
These ‘officials constitute a very small 
and essentially non-proletarian class. 
And if they are permitted to appropri- 
ate to themselves the control of the 
entire wealth and industry, as well as 
the political life of the country, they 
will inevitably in the long run forget 
about the- revolutionary interests of 
the working class. - They will forget 
about the revolution. 


' Symptoms of Change. 


There is ‘no blinking the extent to 
which this process is already taking 
place in Soviet Russia. Stalin’s right 
hand man, Tomsky, sent a telegram 
from Paris at the time of the British 

eneral strike, endorsing the action of 
he Trade’ Union Council in ‘selling 
out” the strikers, a symptom of the 
tendency to the Right in the whole 
ruling group. 

Another symptom is the refusal of 
the Central Committee to adopt Trot- 
sky’s resolution, demanding that the 
wages of the working class be guaran- 
teed at their present level through a 
period of depression with. a view to 
raising them at the very first. oppor- 
tunity. This proposal to . guarantee 
wages to the workers was denounced 
as demagogism by the ruling group, at 
the very same time that they were 
announcing in their own resolutions 
thé steadily growing prosperity of the 
country and its triumphant ‘progress 
toward socialism. ~ 

Another symptom, according to 


— 


Trotsky, of the divergence of interest 
between the class of governing offi- 
cials and the revolutionary working 
class is the inefficiency of thdse of-' 
ficials in the all-important task of 
concentrating, planning and organiz- 
ing production in the socialized indus- 
tries. This prograth of “industrializa- 
tion’ has been linked by Trotsky from 
the very beginning with his progress 
of a workers’ democracy. The con- 
nection between the two is obvious. It 
is the working class who are now pri- 
marily interested in the industrializa- 
tion of Russia, Their political leader- 
ship of the peasants depends upon the 
dominant growth of the great indus- 
tries which they have seized. Their) 
emancipation through the foundation 
of a Socialist State depends upon the 
preponderance of these socialized in- 
dustries in the sconanale life of the 
people. F

' That is why Trotsky turns from the 
party officials to the educated and 
revolutionary vanguard of the workers 
thentselves, inorder to firid the force 
that will put through the program of 
industrialization. It is a commonplace 
of Marxian socialism that ‘‘the eman- 
cipation of the workers must be ac- 
complished by the workers them- 
selves,’’ It will never be accomplished 
by a small -class of salaried officials. 
That is the fact which is uniting all 
the most intelligent and determined 
Marxists in Russia with Trotsky upon 
his twin program of % workers’ dem- 
ocracy and industrialization. 

“The growth toward socialism,’’ he 
says in this declaration, ‘‘is guaran-

Rich: Landowners Tolerated. 


‘Tolerance of the rich landowner, the. 
“kulak,” is accompanied by an indif.

jlaration continues, ‘‘has' as one of its 
very first problems the fask of lead- 
ing the poor out of their hopeless sit- 
uation. A lack of means in that very 
Socialist Government makes impossi- 
ble a sudden change; but it does not 
give us the right to shut our eyes to 
the actual situation-and feed the poor 
with moral lessons on the psychology 
of extravagance, at the same time en- 


That is the language of the opposi- 
tlong! declaration, . evidently . written 
by Trotsky, and presented to the Cen- 
tral Committee during the. Summer. 
The signatories promised their loyal | 
cooperation with the Central Commit- 
tee, if the party course was changed 
in the general line-of that declara- 
tion. The Central, Committee. voted 
that the declaration ‘‘should be. re- 
garded as destroyed.” Hence the pres- 


ent struggle. 

All these facts, serious as they are, 
do not mean that the Russian reyo- 
lution has failed or that the: founda- 
tions of a new proletarian-democrati¢ 
society, such, as Lenin conceived; do 
not still exist in Russia. They still: do 
exist. But the building of that so- 
ciety is not, as a -whole, going for- 
ward. It is going, by little and little, 
backward, and it has been, ever since 
the death of Lenin and the political 
crisis, which followed_ it. 

There is no doubt left now that Trot- 
sky has been pointing to the imme- 
diate cause of this. Anybody who bé- 
lieves in the creative capacity of- a 
revolutionary working-class must see 
that what is checking it in Soviet 
Russia is the dictatorship of a, class of 
bureaucratic officials. 

. Lenin’s Warning Justified. 

The party secretariat, flanked by the 
Politburo, the Organisation-buro and 
the G. P. U, (succegsor,,to- ‘the Cheka) 
can do practically ‘anything that it 
pleases. ‘Phat is thé ‘present state of 
affairs in\RuMsia: The ultimatum re- 
cently sent by the Soviet Government 
to Chang Tso- Lin in the matter of the 
Far Hastern Railroad, an ultimatum 
which might very conceivably have in- 
volved the Soviet Union in: a nation-| 
alistic war, was decided upon by Stalin 
in his own person, without even the 
knowledge of the other eight members 
of the Politburo, who are suppésed to 
guide the policy of the count — 

This example of “administrative im- 
pulsiveness,’’ ‘‘nationalism,’’ . ‘‘anger,’’ 
‘“‘capriciousness,” ‘‘roughness,’’> “lack 
of loyalty,’’ certainly justifies the as- 
sertion of Lenin that, although these 
traits of Stalin’s personal character 
may seem a trifle, they are a. trifle 
which may acquire decisive signifi- 
cance. Stalin’s act was denounced by 
Trotsky in a subsequent meeting of the 
Politburo, as reviving the mofals of 
Czarism. And Lenin’s comment re- 
mains unchanged: “I. propose to the 
comrades to, find.-a° way to remove 
Stalin from ithe position of General 
Secretary.’ | 

Strikes, Inefficiency Multiplying. 

Strikes are multiplying in: Russia. 
Manifestos are circulating. among’ the 
workers, demanding not only better 
wages and better living conditions, 
but. political conctssions, including the 
right\to strike. .The rift is widening 
between that little class of bureau- 
cratic officials who hold the power and 
the vanguard of the working class. 
That rift will be fatal to the hopes of } 
the revolution if it is not closed. It is\ 
only a question of time. A bureau- 
cratic officialdom, separated from the 
working masses, will inevitably favor 
the landlords.and the new. bourgeoisie. 

The inefficiency of the present ruling | 
group in the task of industrialization. 
Their indifference to the’ wage prob- 
lem, the problem of workers’ dwellings 
and to the problem of poverty in 
country, their indulgence. toward -t 
growth of a rich landlord class fer 
their fixed habit of covering this all 
up with intérnational lies and official 
optimisms and protestations of 100 
per , cent. ‘‘Leninism’’—all this is 
‘symptomatic.

to the Investment Bankers’ conven- 
tion at Quebec, that our ultimate. de- 
cision regdrding the war debts will 
be based, not.on capacity to pay but 
on public opinion concerning continu- 
ance of the payments<through gene- 
rations, is of marked interest. He-

Little in his sermon last night ; in 
Grace Gospel Church, 589 East 164th 
Street, launched an attack on some 
school teachers ‘as -“Bolshevists, . an- 
archists and anti-Christians.’’

making’ of useful and respected tit!- 
zens, but like All other good move- 
ments which started well it pBradu-) 
ally deteriorated. The public and high 
schools are no exceptions. There was a 
time, however, in. our school history 
when. it could be said that ‘the 
little red schoolhouse would be the 
hope of America. This hope has been 
realized in some parts of the country. 
But in almost every large size city and 
town most of our -public and high 
‘echools have become sinks of iniquity. 
Why, there must be a reason. Cofitrast 
if ven please the teachers of yesterday 
with the teachers of to-day, and almost 
every teacher of yesterday was of a 
God fearing type. Some of our teach- 
ers of today are so low in morals that 
they have reached the point of degen- 
eracy. No women teachers shouldbe 
allowed to teack in or public or high 
echools that smoke rettes.
